Own Defense, 


Not a Murderer For Gain, But 


go Poor He Can't Pay 


Counsel Fees, 


GENERAL EAIiAN TESTIFIES. 


ITIakcs a Dramatic Scene at the Court 


Klartial Today* 


Special dispatches,Washington, Jan. 26. 


When the Eagan courtmartial re- 


assembled today Judge Advocate Da- 
vis submitted formally the testimony 
of General Miles as read yesterday 
and then the prosecution rested its 
case. General Eagan's counsel read 
the correspondence between General 
Miles and General Eagan and extracts 
of an alleged Interview with General 
Miles? Col. W. L.. Alexander of the 
subsistence department said General 
Eagan seemed in an exceptional ner- 
vous condition. 


Col. 
George B. 
Davia,- General 


Eagan's assistant, testified that after 
General, Miles* charges were made 
General Eagan reached such a nervous 
state that he was not able to attend to 
i dj-mess. Newspaper articles greatly 
Increased his excitement. Some clip- 
pings he saw were to the effect that he 
was a murderer and aqted corruptly 
in Si aiding \unfit food to the army. 
General Eagan is perfectly honest, a 
good soldier with good heart. 


Miss Mi Hard, General Eagan's sten- 


ographer said she had taken all the 
general's dictation. 
While dictating 


his testimony he walked the floor ex- 
cited, 
v-'hieh he never 
did before 


"VVhen he went to appear before the 
commission he was in such a nervous 
state that his hands trembled. Mr. 
JRogers. clerk; In. '"General Eagan's 
ofKce, said that since the General Miles' 
charges, General Eagan's appearance 
had greatly changed. He looked hag- 
gard and, worn and greatly excited 
General Eagan had come to believe 
that 
public sentiment was much 


against him and that the 'public ac- 
cepted General Miles' statements as 
true. Once the witness went to General 
Egan'a desk and heard the general say 
to tjmself "I am a murderer and for 
pain" repeatedly and absent-mindedly. 
He did not notice the witness. 


General Eagan, himself, 
waa the 


next witness. He gave a brief history 
of his career in the army. He told 
how the General. Miles1' charges and 
interview had effected him, and be- 
came greatly excited. During his re- 
cital of the charges against himself, 
JJagan'a eyes filled with tears, his 
voice trembled and he spoke feelingly. 
He said "when he found he couldn't 
press General Miles in court that he 
had better be dead and in the gutter, 
yhe honor of a soldier had been at- 
tacked, and a soldier's honor should be 
as sacred as a woman's. He kept his 
sorrow to himself. He kept away from 
the clubs and couldn't sleep. He felt 
people believed him dishonest? "But 
I am honest now. My record is clean 
and my uniform unsullied, though I 
ha\e been slandered and wronged. On 
my honor before God not one cent's 
profit or gain did I recei-ve, yet the 
ofT.ce has disbursed $19,000,000. I am 
now a poor nr.an, so poor as rot now 
tfL have tufflcient money to pay my 
counsel's fee." That the public be- 
lieved him a murderer for gain, greatly 
vrecked his body and brain. JJe was 
goaded to death, and glad of a chance 
to appear before the commission and 
defend Ins honor, he said. 


7Le incident was dramatic in the 


extreme. The couit adjourned until 
tomorrow because Secretary Alger was 
not able to appear today. 


The President Warned. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—The Rouse yes- 


terday resumed the debate on the army 
reorganization bill. Mr. Gibson was the 
first speaker. 
He advocated the pas- 


sage of the Hull bill. 
In the course of 


his remarks, he argued that it was too 
soon for us to decide upon a permanent 
policy regarding the Philippines. 
Our 


present policy should be delay, until we 
toad thoroughly investigated the situa- 
tion, 


Mr. Johnson of Indiana then took the 


floor in opposition to the bill, which was 
finally (wallowed up lit the broader 
question «f our future national policy, 


"While the president. In the presence 


of what he may conceive to be a pop* 
alar demand," he began, "Is hurrying 
the army and navy across the seas to 
Inflict upon an alien people a govern- 
ment against their will, I propose fear- 
lessly, without regard to Its effect upon 
my personal fortunes, to make a plea for 
liberty and an argument against the 
perpetration of Injustice." 


His words flowed fortJtJn a.perfeot i 


torrent. He denounced the proposition 
to annex the Philippines as subversive 
of every tradition dear to the American 
heart in the past and the inauguration 
of a policy that would end in the down- 
fall of the republic. He said that the- 
ratification of the treaty by the senate 
would sound the death knell of all the 
efforts of those who were trying to pre^ 
vent the country from rushing on to 
suicide, and declared that if he were a 
senator he would rot in his seat before it 
should be ratified. He denounced the 
president as the slavish follower of pub- 
lic opinion, but warned him that the tide 
would recede and the voice of the people 
would in time rebuke him. Members 
stood in the aisles 10 deep while he was 
speaking, but he tried to stop the ap- 
plause which continuallybroke out from 
the Democratic side. For almost two 
hours his words poured forth. 


The following are some of the bitterest 


sentences from Mr. Johnson's speech: 


"If the chief executive would break his 


silence and openly state that we do not 
propose to enslave the people of the 
Philippines, my word for it, the present 
strained relations in the island will 
cease." 


"A people with the stamina of the 


Filipinos are worthy of their freedom." 


"If William McKinlejrever changes his 


policy regarding the Philippines, he will 
bend to the weight of popular opinion, to 
which he bows right or wrong." 


"I thank God for; the spirit of Indepen- 


dence in th« senate of the United States." 


"Bryan never made a greater blunder 


than when he said the treaty/should be 
ratified ana our policy determined after- 
wards." 


"This world-grabbing policy-- means 


constant war, the hurrying- of ships, the 
concentration of great forces of armed 
men, the embarking on a course like that 
of England, which has embroUed It in 
war uninterruptedly for 100 years." 


"We have become a miserable mendi- 


cant, dependent upon the mother coun- 
try." 


When he had finished Mr. Dolliver 


came to the defense of the adtainastra* 
tion. One of the ablest debaters, and 
perhaps the most eloquent of the house, 
his reply set the Republicans wild with 
enthusiasm. 
H« described how the 


president had been fairly driven into 
war by those who now sought to em- 
barrass him before peace was definitely 
obtained, and his eulogy of tbe president, 
patiently meeting all the perplexing 
problems which beset him as the great 
events of the last year moved on, aroused 
his side and the galleries to cheers. These 
rang out again and again when he paid 
an eloquent tribute to Admiral Dewey, 
and broke out in renewed volume when 
he declared that the course of some mem- 
bers at both ends of the Capitol was "al- 
most treason." ' 


But' the highest pitch of excitement 


was reached when Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Dolliver got to close quarters towards 
the end of the tatter's speech. Mr. John- 
son pressed the defender of the admin- 
istration to disclose the president's ul- 
timate purpose ('regarding the Philip, 
pines, but Mr. Dolliver for some time 
adroitly evaded a direct response. At 
last he contented himself with declaring 
that this was not the point at issue: 
that the thing was to end tbe war by 
ratifying this treaty. T-he future of the 
Philippines was a question for the fu- 
ture. 


It was in every respect a remarkable 


debate. The other speeches yesterday 
were 
completely 
overshadowed by 


those of Mr. Johnson and Mr. DolWver. 


Alger Before War Commission.

He 


said the larger portion of the war fund 
was spent increasing the coast de- 
fences.

Commanding Porto Rico. 


PBOOFS OF HIS DABING15 BATTLE, 


One Hand Is Crippled *«4 Bntt*r*d,

my soul" exclaimed one of the commit- 


respects to tbe*new commanding officer 


i if the ;sland after the ceremony. "But 
hiaonaeye—MadredeDios! It is like 
» Matieor bullet when it strikes you!" 
The speaker had just left the palace at 
Sati Juan, Porto Rico, with bis com- 
patriots, where Major Geuoral Gny V. 
Hoary, the new military and civil gov- 
ernor of the island, had welcomed the 
committee with a mixture of old time 
courtesy and military brusqueness. 
That figure waa a slight, spare man, a£ 
tired in a rathor faded uniform and 
with a lean, brown face disfigured with 
marks and scars. 


The stories of those scars are written 


not only in the records of the United 
States, but also in the" hearts of every 
man. officer or private, that served with 
Ony V. Henry in the Indian campaigns 
of the seventies. In the fall of 1874, 
when the Cheyenne Indians were set- 
ting the frontier ablaze in the northern 
part of Dakota, Colonel Henry, then in 
command of several troops of cavalry, 
came npon a village of the enemy nee 
tied among the bills. There was a brief 
but decisive fight, and the Indians fled 
toward the Canadian boundary. Imme- 
diate pursuit was ordered, notwith- 
standing the fact that the weather indi- 
cations gave signs of a blizzard, which 
meant in those wild, exposed regions 
certain peril to life. 


Day and night, with scarcely a halt 


for food, the pursuit was kept up. The 
Indians were mounted on fleet ponies, 
and they were not only acquainted with 
the country, but also inured to the rig- 
ors of the latitude. At first they did not 
anticipate being chased, but when they 
discovered that the troops were actually 
in pursuit they set out with all possible 
speed toward the boundary, almost 100 
miles distant. Forty-eight hours after 
the start a fierce sleet and hail storm 
sprang up, the wind sweeping across 
the plains. It finally became BO violent 
that the trail was lost, and the troops 
rode blindly through the blizzard. Pres- 
ently one' of the subordinate officers 
ventured to ask if it would not be well 
to camp in the sEelter of a rise of 
ground until the inclement weather had 
abated. 


Colonel Henry shook his head. "No," 


he replied, "we will keep on until w« 
capture the Indians orjnm them to the 
boundary line." Drawing down bis 
rough for cap, he urged his horse stead- 
ily onward at the head of the straggling 
troops. That day passed and another 
morning dawned, but the pursuit con- 
tinued in the face of 'the biting gale. 
Before noon of that day several of the 
horses gave out. At dark a number of 
packs were abandoned to provide mounts 
for those who had lost their animals. 
Finally a brief rest Was called, and 
after- many failures a fire waa started 
and coffee made. When orders, were 
given to resume the march, the surgeon 
accompanying the expedition went to 
Colonel Henry and reported that five of 
the troopers were suffering with badly 
frozen feet. 


"Help me off with this glove," re- 


plied the cavalry leader, extending his 
left hand. The surgeon wonderingly 
obeyed, and as he touched the flesh un- 
der the gauntlet be cried: 


"It is stiff. Your hand is frozen, sir.'' 
"Mount, men I "ordered Colonel Hen- 


ry calmly. And as the cavalcade pre- 
pared to obey the command it was 
found necessary to assist him to his sad- 
dle. When day finally broke, a number 
of black specks were seen moving over 
the crest of« ridge a mile in advance. 


"They are the Cheyennes," said Colo- 


nel Henry. "And tbat ridge marks the 
boundary line between Canada and the 
United States. We can go no farther." 
Several days later the troops stumbled 
painfully into the welcome gates of a 
fort, bearing with them 21 of their 
number frozen almost within the grasp 
of death. Colonel Henry kept command 
nntil he saw his men in.safety; then he 
took to bis bed and hovered between life 
and death for many weary weeks, final- 
ly arising with his left hand crippled 
and his constitution BO broken that be 
WBS reported as nnfit for further dnty. 
But he was in harness again after a 
brief rest. 


When the committee of Porto Ricaus 


met General Henry in the palace at San 
Juan, the members saw that the face of 
their new governor bore many scars. 
There was a bullet hole through each 
cheek, the bridge of the nose was bro- 
ken, and the left eye seemed dell and 
colorless. To, them it was possibly a dis- 
figurement, bat to the,, men who served 
with Henry in 1870 each scar spoke of 
a thrilling episode in that famous expe- 
dition against the Sioux in the Big 
Horn and Yellowstone country, when 
the "troopers of the yellow stripes" 
taught the hostiles a lasting lesson. Iu 
that expedition Colonel Gny V. Henry 
was in charge of the second battalion of 
the Third cavalry, which formed part 
of General Crook's command. One June 
morning, while the troops were camp- 
ing for breakfast in a little ravine, the 
ontpickcts rushed back witB the star- 
tling announcement that the Sioux were 
coming in force. Thero was barely time 
to sound "boots and saddles" when the 
heights about the valley swarmed with 
the savages. Within 20 minutes a pitch- 
ed battle was in progress, the Indiana, 
of whom there were several thousand, 
coming down frdm the ridge in a series 
ot desperate charges. 


Daring the height of the combat on* 


portion of the American lin« under Cap- 
tain Vroom wat pushed oat beyond its 
support and was being punished sevare* 
ly. the hostile* sitting, between it aad 
the mala body. Colonel Henry, seeing 
the p&il threatening bit-brother officer, 
•eat hie command pellneU to the res- 
cue. Just ae they swept upon the In* 
dianswitb uplifted sabers 9 flying bullet 
struck Colonel Hennr in the face, tear- 
Ing through both cheeks, breaking the 
ridge of the aoee and completely sever- 
ing the left optic nerve. The force of 
the wild rush carried Um-.oa,JaiJLbt 


seen to sway in the saddle. A troop* 


ft lear him called out hoarsely: 


"Are yon struck, sirt" 
Gripping the pommel tightly with 


one hand Colonel Henry tried to wave 
Us sword. 


"On, oa I" he gasped. "Charge"— 
Then be lurched, and in an instant 


he was lost to eight in the swirling 
dust. The loss of their leader caused a 
temporary panic among the soldiers, 
but they soon rallied and, after driving 
off the Indians, they searched for their 
colonel. He was found covered with 
blood, but as they picked him up they 
saw that life still remained. He was 
placed npon a blanket in the shade, and 
everything possible was done to a^d 
him. 
It waa then that one of the other 


officers condoled with him, saying: 


"Colonel, this is too bad. It is too 


bad I" And it was then tbat Henry, 
suffering agony and barely able to ar- 
ticulate, whispered simply: "It's noth- 
ing. 
It's what we are here for." 


It was long before he recovered, but 


when he finally returned to active serv- 
ice he carried with him the indelible 
proofs of gallantry and daring in actual 
battle. The same quiet heroism carried 
him through weeks of weary battling 
with a Poxto Rican fever, a struggle 
which sapped his strength, after which 
he replied to his physician's orders to 
leave at once: "No. Here I stay, where 
I hare been sent. "—New York Sun.

RHYMING PHILOSOPHY, 


NEW CAR TO SAVE MONEY. 


Will Carry Coal or Ballast auid Un- 


load Itielf to the Lav>t Ounce. 


A combination ballast and coal car, 


embodying the latest ideas in the direc- 
tion of revenne saving in car equip- 
ment, is now lying in the Illinois Cen- 
tral yards in Chicago. In effect the new 


I car is an ordinary ballast car. with a 


box top added. It will hold from 85,000 
to 100,000 pounds of coal and will un- 
load itself it, tie last onnce. The special 
feature of the combination car is its all 
round utility. The ordinary ballast car 
can only be nsed during the summer 
months, while repair work is being done 


i on the roads, and in the winter time is 


simply dead stock, producing no reve- 
nue. 


The new car can be used for bal- 


lasting purposes in the summer and for 
coal carrying in the winter, when the 
coal movement is heaviest, earning mon- 
ey for the road all the time. 


| 
The Illinois Central will give the car 


a thorough test during the next few 
months, and if it fulfills the claims of 
its builders the road will purchase a 
number of the cars. One of the largest 
western roads is watching the experi- 
ment with a good deal of interest. In 
construction the lower part of the com- 
bination oar is almost precisely similar 
to -the ordinary ballast car. The cany- 
ing capacity has beeji enormously in- 
creased by the addition of the box top. 
The car now on the Illinois Central 
tracks has been loaded with 85,000 
pounds of soft coal and will probably 
carry nearly 100,000 pounds of bard 
coal Unlike any of the large coal can 
now being built, the combination car 
has n entire hopper floor, enabling it 
to unload itself completely. The present 
coal cars will empty themselves in part 
only, requiring manual labor to take 
out the last part of the load.—Chicago 
Record.

The use by the American Institute of 


Architects during its recent annual ses- 
sion of the OotagoD House, on New 
*York avenne, west of the White House 
and the new Corcoran Art gallery, has 
revived interest in (bat historical strno- 
ture, and visitor* who happened to hear 
of the building have been led to visit 
and inspect it. 
It is somewhat out of 


the way of sightseers, on a street that is 
not yet a thoroughfare, but whiob may 
come to be convenient and attractive as 
the direct approach to a proposed bridge, 
a memorial to General Grant, to be 
constructed from its western end across 
the Potomac to Arlington. It is a three 
fitory structure of brick, with Aoquia 
sandstone window trimmings and a 
semicircular front at the street corner, 
fating west. This front has a porch at 
the top of a high stoop. The bricks have 
never been painted, and they look re- 
markably well for bricks that have 
stood the weather of a hundred years—- 
for it was begun in 1798 and completed 
in 1800. Dr. William Thornton, the 
architect who designed it for Colonel 
John Tayloe, was affected to some extent 
by English ideas of what a private 
bouse should be, for he surrounded the 
grounds with a high and substantial 
brick wall, over whiob one may see the 
roofs of the ample stables, servants' 
quarters and kitchen.

the White House, President Monroe used 
the Octagon House as a temporary ex- 
ecutive mansion. While he was its oo- 
cupant the treaty of Ghent was signed 
by him, it i° said, in the circular room 
immediately over the porch and vesti- 
bule.

' Increase In American Exports. 


' An increase of over $100,000,000 in 
exports and a decrease of the same 
amount in imports is the record of 
American foreign commerce for the first' 
nine months of this year over the same 
period of 1897. This breaks all records 
in the history of the nation's commerce. 
Exports for this period were twice as 
great as those for the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1888, while the imports show a 
decrease of 12 per cent despite the 
growth in population. Imports of mer- 
chandise for the period just ended are 
less than the same corresponding period 
since 1885. All classes of exports have 
prospered during the lasfrdecade. Ex- 
ports of mine products were $20,000,000, 
an increase of 33 per cent; productions 
of the forests for 1888 were $18,775,144 
and for 1898, $30,000,000; agricultural 
products, $304,770,678, against $571,- 
294,995; domestic manufactures, 199,- 
j 


842,978, agamet 5227,823,045, or nearly 
$1,000,000 for each business day in the 
year 
j 


These figures indicate that the exports 


of domestic manufactures will reach 
$300,000,000 for the calendar year for 
the first time in history.

the department of agriculture sends out 
bulletins of such a scientific character 
that no farmer and only a most erudite 
person could understand them is ab- 
surd," said a man who holds an impor- 
tant place in the department. "From 
the time of one of its early chiefs, that 
eccentric but intensely practical man 
known to bis contemporaries as Sir 
Isaac Newton, the work has been con- 
ducted on strictly practical lines, espe- 
cially as it concerns the agricnlturists 
of tbo country. The literature sent to 
the farmers is written in such plain and 
simple language that a child could un- 
derstand it. The department does nat- 
urally print a quantity of technical and 
scientific ]* pere, the result of investiga- 
tion and experiments, but this matter 
is sent only to scientific libraries and 
other depositories where such records 
are preserved. Adverse criticism of the 
department's methods is doubtless ffom 
people who, knowing that literature of 
this character is issued by the depart- 
ment, imagine it is for general circula- 
tion." 


Raising: Wrecks Doesn't Fay. 


"The fate of the Maria Teresa proves 


the wisdom of the secretary of the navy 
in deciding a few days ago to spend no 
more money raising sunken and half 
wrecked Spanish warships," remarked 
a naval officer the other day. ''It is 
cheaper to build new vessels tban to at- 
tempt to save and reconstruct a lot of 
battered bulks that have been hammer* 
fed to death by 13 inch solid shot and 
the wild waves of the Caribbean sea.

After awhile 
he tried to crawl off to the rear, but be 
was so weak he couldn't. A bullet had 
struck him on the right kneecap and 
gone clean through the leg. I said to 
Holmes, "Sillman's got it in the leg." 
Holmes says, "I'll come over and help 
you." Sillman says, "No." 


But just the same Holmes crawled 


over and knelt down ^side Sillman, 
who sat up to show him his leg. Then 
heads were close together as they were 
looking at it. Holmes took out his 
handkerchief and had just passed it un- 
der the leg, going to tie it up, when 
Sillman fainted away and fell flat on 
his back. Then I heard something gur- 
gling. There was Holmes, still kneeling 
down and holding his handkerchief. A 
Spanish bullet had gone into his month, 
and blown off the back of his head. 
Sillman is getting well now. While he 
was lying there he was hit by a spent 
bullet in the right hip pocket. It went 
through his Bible and a little way into 
his flesh. I guess he has that bullet yet. 


The pistol charge ? Oh, that was be- 


cause the mud was so thick we couldn't 
drag our guns any farther. Yon see, 
the mud wasjvaist deep, and the guns 
weighed 473 pounds each. The thing 
began at 5 o'clock in the morning and 
lasted till 5 in the evening. I guess it 
was a little after 3 o'clock when we 
got orders to give np our guns and lie 
down. There \ve were, all sprawling in 
the mud. General McArthur came up 
on his little brown horse—say, that 
man was on his horse all day long. I 
don't believe he dismounted once in the 
whole 12 honrs, even when he was or- 
dering everybody else to lie down. Talk 
about fighters! The officers were all like 
him too. 


Well, General McArthur came up, 


and his horse's hoof wan that close to 
my face (showing a space of six inches). 
The general says, "What man'll lead a 
charge np that road?" I turned up my 
face. "I'll do it, general," I says. 


"No, general," says Sergeant Sill- 


man. "I'm a sergeant. I'll lead it." 
Then Captain March, who had been 
about 30 feet up the road, harried over. 
"I'm 
commanding this battery, gen- 


eral, " he said. "Til lead the charge." 
"Certainly, sir," says General McAr- 
thnr. Away we went, charging the 
Spanish blockhouse with nothing but 
onr pistols. Some of the men were bet- 
ter athletes than Captain March and 
ran ahead of him. He wouldn't have 
that for a minute. 
"Get back in your 


places there!" he ordered half a dozen 
fellows. "Keep behind your captain!" 
And all the time be kept running ahead 
of us as hard as he could go. No won- 
der the Spaniards got out of that block- 
house I 


We were in the woods part of the time, 


firing our pistols and whcoping it up. 
Private Hollins had his hat shot off by 
one of our own men. About a dozen of 
us were away off from the others, lost. 
A regiment of Filipinos came march- 
ing from the right. We were all alone, 
as far as we could tell, in tbe woods. 
These Filipinos were going to cut in 
ahead of us. Sergeant Burdick waved 
his pistol at them and made signs that 
they must go back. They didn't under- 
stand English, but I'm blessed if they 
didn't turn around and march away, 
and we didn't see them again.

•lirned to Eliminate Preimwork. 
Dr. Frederick Strange Kolla contrib- 


utes to the cnmmt number of The 
Electrical Engineer a description of a 
new process of printing by X rays. Pro- 
fessor Elihu Thomson in 1890 suggest- 
ed printing by X rays. Dr. Kolle points 
out that the process described by him 
overcomes the cost and labor of compo- 
sition, reduces the time necessary to re- 
produce copies and is of such a nature 
that the operator may be kept in com- 
plete ignorange of the contents of the 
document. This might make the process 
valuable in the diplomatic and secret 
services of tho governmei>j. It is.not 
necessary that the matter to be repro- 
duced or "typoradiographed," as Dr. 
Kolle calls the process, should be in 
typo characters. 


An_ opaque fluid ink is u§ed for writ- 


ten documents and a semifluid mixture 
for type work. The copy is clamped 
down over the sensitized paper in blocks 
of 100 bheeis, called a senso block, and 
exposed to the rays. Then the sheets are 
developed as needed. They may be kept 
undeveloped as long as is wished., Dr. 
"Kolle calculates that an exposure of ten 
seconds to the rays will print the senso 
block. He says that 20 senso blocks may 
be exposed around each tube simultane- 
ously. Allowing that each block con- 
tained 50 sensitive sheets only, this 
would make it possible to print 6,000 
copies a minute for each tube used. Dr. 
Kolle estimates the cost of production 
as the same as the wages of a number 
of printers equal to the number of oper- 
ators employed plus 20 per cent to cover 
the cost of tubes, apparatus and cur- 
rents. He says that ten men working 
eight hours a day could print 7,500,000 
copies and envelop, fix, wash and dry 
them. 


He argues that the increased use of 


sensitized paper would lower its cost 
and that his estimates might be further 
reduced. He says that the system is not 
only scientifically possible, but commer- 
cially practical, and he looks to see it 
generally adopted.'

CONOERMING THE 
RATIFICATION 


Of THE 


HO- 


•ITION. 


Congressman Lawrence during the 


debate en the army bill made a vigor- 
ous anti-lmperlaltBtlc speech. His po- 
sition Is pretty well defined la this 
paragraph: 


'I am not In favor of making the 


pr- i'e of the Philippine Islands Ameri- 
ca 
itizens. They are aliens, of dSffer- 


en 
uws, conditions and traditions, a 


peopie whom It would be unwise and 
dangerous to incorporate Into our body 
politic. I would not shirk any of the 
responsibilities which are ours by rea- 
son of this war. If, as a result of the 
war, self-government and independence 
should fall to the lot of the people of 
the "Philippines, every true American 
would rejoice. 
But no obligation, 


fancied or real, exists which compels 
us to make an alien and dissimilar 
people citizens of the United States. 
Our first duty is to guard our own peo- 
ple and protect our own institutions. 
I have faith to believe that this gov- 
ernment, founded upon tho principle of 
equal rjghts, will not take the first 
step in a career of conquest; that our 
flag will float only over a fiee people, 
and that this happy and peaceful re- 
public will not be subjected to the bur- 
dens of militarism and the dangers of 
empire." 


The s*nate Has decided on February 


6 at 3 o'clock in the afternoon as a j 
time to take a vote on the peace treaty. | 
The indications are that the vote will I 
come none too soon. The situation in 
the Philippines Is getting grave and it 
is necessary that either the United | 
States government or Aguinaldo as- 
sume control. The people of the islands 
cannot be longer left in an unsettled 
state. 


When the United States fleet sent 


the Spanish ships of war to the bottom 
of Manila bay the influence of Spain 
over the affairs 
of the Philippines 


ceased. The United States by force- 
unintentionally, no doubt, and through 
the uncertain fortunes of the war- 
then and there succeeded Spain in 
practical 
sovereignty. 
The United 


States had a serious duty towards the 
islands from that moment Her plain 
duty was either to asser.. her supre- 
macy and faring the peace to the islands 
that Spam had proven unable to do, or 
to assist the insurgents into power. 
The status of Aguinaldo and the in- 
surgents became a matter of prime im- 
portance to the United States, inter- 
ested in the good government of the 
Islands because of the impulses which 
led her to be. interested In Cuba as 
well as because of tne new relation to 
the Philippines in which she found 
herself. It was not known and is not 
known today whether Aguinaldo was 
acceptable to more of the islanders 
than himself and those who followed 
him hoping to gain by his revolution- 
ary successes. Indeed there la good 
evidence that Aguinaldo, about the 
time Dewey's guns worked such havoc, 
bad accepted a pretty large bribe from 
Spanish representatives and had de- 
cided to give up bis disrupting enter- 
prise, The coming of the Americans 
and the sudden turn affairs bad taken 
gave the pseudo patriot another op- 
portunity and he hastened to improve 
it. He soon found encouragement from 
the impractical theorists of the United 
States and 
boldly sent over his , 


Agoncillo to make his insolent de- 1 
roands at Washington. As Dr. Lyman 
Abbott Bays no one knows whether 
Aguinaldo is a blackmailer or a pa- 
trfoi. He has acted very much like 
tne blackmailer. Anyway is it not wise 
to keep him in the background if it is 
wise to keep the Cuban insurgents 
there, people who have * shown a 
greater adaptability for self govern- 
ment and a greater patriotism than 
Aguinaldo and his set 


It it la not the part of wisdom to 


recognize A^uinaldo's set or some set 
like his, as Senator Hoar has suggested, 
the United States is under obligations 
to bring peace to the Philippines and 
help the Filipinos establish self gov- 
ernment if they are capable. To do 
this the United States must occupv the 
Islands as she has occupied Cuba. How, 
then, is the United States to perform 
her plain duty to the islands, unless 
the treaty be ratified? Only by rati- 
fication of the treaty can the president 
be given the authority to do towards 
the islands as this country should. 


If the treaty be not ratified early In 


February either the Unlteu States or 
the Philippines will suffer. Already 
there are rumors of Germany or some 
other power recognizing me Philippine 
republic, so called, under Aguinaldo. 
Tbia le not likely to come, but if it did 
this government t?ould be placed In a 
very unpleasant position. Much more 
delay gives Aguinaldo time to perfect 
his plots, gives time for more atrocities 
and time for the spreading of internal 
dissension. If the administration must 
wait on the senate. m nority It Is a 
grave question what should be done 
with the United States forces at the 
Philippines. The president IB evidently 
•dverce to taking a step that would be 
considered In opposition to the will of 
tb* legislative department of the gov- 
•nuntnt and nt doe* not satin to b« 
<Hipo«s4 to order tb« complete occu- 
pancy of Uw l*!aad* at once. Tne 
troops tt tb* ICUtor expedition arc 
boiM* in their sUps sad may. If kept 
ike**, raffe* the. awful rent* of 
•mll'pox, which has already shown 
Itself. The opponents of the treaty 
mast n*T« very strong; moral reasons 
toe their course If they show thetn- 
•eiveu willing to assume the respon- 
sibilities that Mai; will bring.

Havana, Jan. 26.— Seventy-five Amer- 


ican women met here yesterday to ar- 
range for a memorial of the anniversary 
of the destruction of the United States 
battleship Maine, on Feb. IE. Mrs. 
Kstes C. Rathbourne presided, and a 
letter from Captain Sigsbee was read, 
suggesting- as features of the program 
prayer, singing-, if desired, addressee 
by one or two prominent persons, and a 
volley fired over the graves by a bat- 
talion of marines. 
Captain Sifsbee' 


wrote that he had granted the request 
of a deputation of sailors and marines 
of the Texas to be allowed to decorate 
the graves. 


The suggestions were not acted upon, 


and the preparation of the program was 
deferred. The executive committee was 
directed to Invite Major General Brooke, 
Major General Ludlow, Major General 
Lee, Captain Sig-sbep and others to take 
part in the ceremony. 


The question whether the Cubans and 


Spaniards should be allowed to par- 
ticipate caused a lively discussion. The 
general wish was to have it exclusively 
an American memorial, t it it was de- 
cided, m order to avoid giving offense, 
to issue an invitation to representative 
Cubans and Spaniards.

nominee for senator, last night mad*) the 
following statement: 


"Neither Mr. Scott nor myself was 


elected today under the forms of law 
to the senate. 
I received 46 votes in 


joint assembly. 
Ho received 48, and 


Judge Goff 1. 
This gives Mr. Scott 


a majority of one over tne combined 
vote of Judge Goff and myself, but of 
the 48 votes received by Mr. Scott, two 
were the votes of state senators who had 
forfeited their votes in the senate by 
reason of the provisions of section 18 
of article 6 of the state constitution, by 
the acceptance of lucrative offices, under 
the federal government (commissions in 
the army). 
Therefore Mr. Scott, in 


reality and in the law, received 46 votes. 
The vote for him was 46; the vote for 
myself was 46, end the vote for Judge 
Goff was 1, and in consequence there 
was no election. 
In addition to this, 


the ballot in joint assembly was taken 
in the absence of any and all represen- 
tation from the county of Taylor, and 
from the Fourth senatorial district, so 
that the pretended* election was had 
without any representation from that 
senatorial district and from one county 
In the legislature, and witb the absence 
of such representation the vote received 
by Mr. Scott in the joint assembly was 
not a majority of all senators and dele- 
gates to which the various counties of 
the state were entitled, under the con- 
stitution thereof 
This question arose 


and was expressly determined by the 
court of appeals of Kentucky, and the 
eenate of the United States in the Black- 
burn-Hunter case. 
The questions so 


raised by me are not on personal in- 
terest or advantage, but I deem it my

a pawnbroker's license. The fee shall 
be {200. Interest shall not be over 4 
percent a month on $3 'or less and not 
over 1% percent a month on $25 or more.

One is, that 
joked meat should be heated only just 
nough to: make tt hot or palatable,, and 
lie. second .is, that it should have a slow 
-nd thorough cooking at a moderate 
emperature. Anything between these 
:wo methods is HkeW- to be no improve- 
ment to the meat. It follows therefore 
hat the first method Is applicable only 
to such meats as are already tender, like 
the best pairta of steaks and roasts. But 
unfortunately these are not the portions 
usually left over. It is the tough, gristly, 
stringy portions which confront us as 
we go to the larder. They" are often 
turned directly into the chopping tray, 
minced as fine as their tough fibre will, 
allow, warmed enough to make them 
toug-her than in their first? estate and 
then serve on toast or with potatoes. 


Now instead of waiting until just be- 


fore, breakfast'before deciding what use 
to, ma-ke :of tfiese remnants of steak, let 
as look them, over directly after dinner. 
Remove any burned edges and super- 
fluou_s fat—there should be about o-ne- 
tliird or fourth part only—and put the

;hem. Let the water cook nearly all 
i.way,- then set away to cool. The next 
iTinrning remove the cake of fat, chop 
the meat quite fine and miz \vith it from 
ine to two parts of cold potato, chopped 
nedium fine." Season with salt and pep- 
per and moisten with tSic meat liquor, 
or water, or you may use milk. Fry one 
sliced onjpn in some of the fat until 
slightly colored, turn in the mixture and 
cook slowly until a browned crust has 
formed underneath. Fold over and turn 
)ut like an omelet. Then you will have 
a dish which, although it does not bear 
the plebian name of hash, you will be 
glad to have repeated many times on 
.your menus. 


CRACKERS A LA CREME. 


Allow two butter crackers to each per- 


son.

Select the large white French turnips

Be careful not 
to'boil them too long, as that develops a 
strong flavor. Drain, and pour a white 
sauce over them.

Serve'with'oyster 
eauce, made as follows: One-halt pinl 
of small oysters, one-and one-half table- 
spoonfuls of butter, itwo heaping tea' 
spoonfuls flour, one teaspo'onful of lemor. 
juice, salt and pepper. Wash the oyster* 
in water enough to make three gills with 
the oyster liquor, work the butter and 
flour together to make a smooth paste, 
let.the water'and oyster juice come to ; 
boil, skim, and p,our it gradually on th 
flour and butter; let it come to a boil, ad 
oysters, and season. Boil up once mort 
and serve. 


BOILED HAM. 


If properly done, boiled ham is a de- 


licious, dish. Soak a email ham in cold 
water over night. In the morning: tjke 
it out, wipe it and put it over the fire in 
a saucepan, covering it with fresh cold 
water; let it boil slowly for about three 
hours; then remove the skin and sprinkle 
- with a little sugar;. make a iew incisions 
oh-the surface and cover it'lightly with 
fine bread crumbs, sprinkling a little 
white pepper-over it. Then set in the 
oven and bake till well'browned. It may 
be served at once, but it -is considered 
prime delicately sliced when it is thor- 
oughly cold.

The 
attempted Insurrection and coup d'etat 
of June, 1849, be had the good sense to 
foresee and be prepared for. Martial 
law was proclaimed in Paris, political 
meetings were forbidden, and the In- 
surrection was promptly put down.

usual Napoleonic melodrama role, and 
turned up in Paris, willing to accept 
any old thrones that might be lying 
around empty. Instead of presenting 
him with a throne the provisional gov- 
ernment somewhat Inconsiderately re- 
quested him to return to London, 
whither be journeyed In sorrow and dis- 
appointment. 


Time after time Louis. Achilles llk*. 


refused to accept any nomination to tbe 
constituent assembly. His reason for 
this, he protested, was his desire not to 
embarrass the government which de- 
clined to give him a crown. But after 
being elected by large majorities in 
Corsica and three other electoral de- 


a vote of censure against the adminis- 
tration. Then came a new cabinet, of 
course, and Louis once more patted 
Paris on the back with a meekly con- 
ciliatory message, full of Hamlet like 
philosophlaings, in which he viewed 
himself as the providential protector of 
France against her enemies. 


Conditions were, however, gradually 


leading up to the opportunity for an- 
other coup d'etat. Louis was ever a 
child of luck, and when the time for ac- 
tion did come the assembly was so torn 
by party dissensions and personal 
wrangling that the administration could 
take no concerted action. 
! A resolution was introduced in the 
assembly nominally placing the rallita- 
jry forces of Paris under the control of 
the assembly's president. Louis at once 
appointed a new prefect of police and 
a new commander, and every officer ap- 
| pointed was a perfervid 
Bonapartist. 


i On Dec. 2, 1851, Louis and his army 
turned out the assembly, Paris was 
placed In a state of siege, the adminis- 
trative buildings were occupied by the 
soldiery, and one more coup d'etat was 
witnessed. It is true the boulevards of 
Paris were deluged with innocent blood; 
but, as one of Louis' great kinsmen had 
pointed out, one must break the eggs 
before one can make the omelet. The 
i dictator trumped up a new constitution 
during Januaty of the next year, reaf- 
firming the principles of 1789, and threw 
his customary sop to the masses by de- 
clartng that fundamental changes in 
the form of government should be made 
only with the consent of the people and 
by the people..

Franc.6 throw not a little light on the 
turbulent scenes that are now taking 
place in Paris.

A Righteous War Shoti d Not End In 


Opposing the 
Principles of 


American People. 
An 


Extended Speech. 


As briefly reported In yesterday's 


Transcript, Congressman 
Lawrence 


spoke in the national house Tuesday 
evening- on the subject of the proposed 
army bill. In the course of his Rn&aph 
he made a vigorous exposition of his 
position 
on the 
obligations of the 


United States in the east and in Cuba. 
Md Lawrence desired to make his po- 
sition clear to his constituents at' home 
and to the people of western Massa- 
chusetts as well ns tJ point o'lt to his 
associates in the houe«! the responsi- 
bilities involved in the policy of co- 
lonial empire. His reference to Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler and his popularity 
with the boys of the Second Massa- 
chusetts, whom he leji to victory, won 
the cordial approval of the" house. 


He dwelt at length upop the begin- 


ning and progress «>f the war, and com- 
ing to the vital question now at issue, 
said: 


The question now before our people 
is. What is our duty with respect to 
the people of those Islands? Shall we 
turn them back to that tyraiyiy against 
which they have been bravely strug- 
gling? We should prove ourselves 
unworthy descendants of the men of 
the revolution, who stopped at no sac- 
rifice in order that they and their de- 
scendants might enjoy the priceless 
blessings of liberty, if we did. Shall 
we leave thf people to p'robable an- 
archy, the government of the islands 
having been destroyed? No, we have 
too keen a realization of our .responsi- 
bilities to do that. Shall we annex to 
the United States 10,000,000 of people, 
who cannot hope to be' admitted to 
citizenship, and rule them for genera- 
tions to come as a subject race? *Such 
a course, it seems to me, would be not 
only an abandonment of all our sacred 
traditions and a clear betrayal of the 


i principles of the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence, but it would not be in ae- 
on d with our ideas of honor. 


These problems were considered with 


reference to the island of Cuba when we 
entered upon. war. We promised to aid 
the people of that island in gaining 
their independence. Why not treat the 
people of the Philippines in the same 


! way? Are we not laying ourselves 
i open to the charge at inconsistency, are 
! we not proving ourselves hypocrites if 
i we take advantage, of the situation in 


which we find ourselves to establish 
a colonial form of government over 
the Philippine islands, and rule as sub- 
jects a people who have been heroical- 
ly fighting for liberty and independ- 
ence? -If it were wise for us to enter 
upon a scheme of empire (which I do 
not believe), it would be contrary to 
those principles of Justice and equal 
rights, which are the foundation of 
our government, to annex the Philip- 
pines without tlieir consent, against 
their will and at the point of the bayo- 
net. 
' 


The question of whether under the 


constitution of the United States power 
is given to the federal government to 
acquire territory to be held and gov- 
erned permanently as colonies is a very 
important one. Strong arguments have 
been made for and against the propo- 
sition. I do not propose at this time 
to enter upon its discussion. 
If we 


have that constitutional power, it may 
be unwise to exercise it. It may be that 
our government possesses the power to 
acquire territory, either by treaty or 
conquest; and that the right to govern 
is the inevitable consequence of the 
righfe to acquire. That, however, does 
not change the fact that an attempt 
to govern the people of any other 
country without their consent is con- 
trary to the principles of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 
, 


A colonial power must have a great 


army. 
An assumption of permanent 


Sovereignty over islands so many thou- 
sand,miles away means that we must 
have permanently a larger militarv 
force, how large nb one can tell. Al- 
ready it is proposed to have a standing 
army of 100,000 men. During the past 


- year we have seen what it means to 


have our boys sent to ,the tropics. We 
saw them start out, full of courage and 
strength. We .saw them come home in 
a few short weeks, broken down physi-_ 
oally, wrecked in health, many of them 
for life. I do not believe any who saw 
those brave fellows come back from 
Santiago can get up very much enthu- 
siasm for more tropical wais. Again, 
a great army means heavy taxation, a 
burden which must be borne by the 
people. Our people have always con- 
tributed cheerfully for the national de- 
fense" and they did npt begrudge the 
amount necessary for carrying on a 
war for humanity. They ought not to 
be asked to support a great standing 
army, maintained for purposes of con- 
quest. The beginning1 of the 20th cen- 
tury, when even th»> czar of all tht? 
Russias is proposing disarmament to 
'the powers of Europe, is hardly the 


time for the 
American republic to 


create a great and permanent military 
establishment. 


As has been^well said, "business Is 


the child of security and peace." The 
wonderful prosperity which is beinr. 
so rapidly developed is likely to be re 
tarded and jeopardized by a ptrlicj 
which would compel us to maintain 
permanently a great standing army 
thereby subjecting qur people to heavj 
burdens and war taxes, a policy which 
might bring our wage-earners 
intr 


competition with the pauper labor 01 
the east, with those millions of half- 
civilized people who are content with 
a bare subsistence. No policy which 
reduces wages, which lessens the com- 
forts and opportunities of the work- 
ing people, can bring' with it prosperity 
and happiness. 


I am not in favor of making the peo- 


ple of the Philippine islands America? 
citizens. They are aliens, of different 
laws, conditions and traditions, a peo- 
ple whom it would be unwise and dan- 
gerous to Incorporate Into our bod> 
pnlitic, I would not shirk any .of the 
responsibilities which ar« ours bj 
reason of this war. If, w a rtsult g. 
the war, Mlf-fovernmmt and inde- 
pendence should fall to the lot of fhr 
people of the -Philippines, every trui 
American would njoiee. But no ob- 
ligation, fancied or real, *xiMt which 
compels us to make M alien «*4 dis- 
similar people cltlMM ef the United 
States. Our first dutr Is to guard our 
own people and protect our own in- 
stitutions. I have faith to believe that 
this government, founded upon the 
principle of equal rights, wU» not take

Local Men's Evidence Given, 


David Havard and William E. Jones
